Many contacts made during JOTA have resulted in pen pals and links between Scout 
troops that have lasted many years. The radio stations are operated by radio amateurs, and many Scouts and 
leaders hold licenses and have their own stations. The majority of JOTA Scouts participate through stations 
operated by local radio clubs and individual hams 

The official hours are 0000 (local time) Saturday, 
October 15 (right at midnight Friday) through midnight (local time) Sunday, October 16 (midnight Sunday 
evening).
